Feliow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the Houze of Representatives. 
THE events of the past year connected with the interest 
gad prosperity of our constituents, draw forth the stronge 
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feelings towards renewal of our expressions of gratitude, to 
the Omnipotent Ruler of the Universe, for the numerous mani- 
festations of His peculiar favour—Lvery section of the state 
has been blessed, with an unusual portion of health,—and but 
few of our fellow-citizens have fallen victims, to the diseases 
ef the climate. Although agriculture has not yielded so a- >

hancing the value of the article,—and thereby give new life and. 
stimulus to industry. í 

At no period of our political existence, as a free and inde- 
pendent nation, have we experienced a time more favourable 
than the present for deliberation; upon such important subjects, - 
as will necessarily, occupy the attention of the General Assem- 
bly ; in the promoting, and advancing, the general welfare of 
the state, —W hilst the ravages of war are desolating, and laying 
waste some ‘of the fairest portions of the world and ګن‎ is 
gathering, which may eventually, involve the whole of the Eu- 
e continent, our beloved country is in a State of profound 
peace! . 

The little excitement produced by the recent election of our 
Chief Magistrate of the Union, has passed away, and we find 
a degree of harmony and good feeling almost unparalleled, 
prevailing throughout the state, and our minds are left cool and 
collected, to devote all their energies to the improvement of 
our social condition.

powers: and ean exercise no power, which is not clearly and 
specifically delegated to it, or evidently intended to be ‘given, 
by the general context of the constitution. 1 

In order to understand what powers were intended to be 
given to the federal government, it is necessary that we should 
inquire, what was the object of the Union? What dangers or 
evils were to be avoided, and what great good to be secured? 

The general objects intended to be effected are well known, 
and universally acknowledged to be, security against the ag- 
pressions of foreign powers, and the prevention of intestine wars, 
Every delegation of power enumerated by the constitution, 
seeins to have been dictated with a view directly to these pb- 
jects. From pastexperience, it was known that a republic, one 
and indivisible, could not exist among a people, whose territo- 

. Fy was so extensive as that of the United States. The habits, 
‘the manners, and even the natural temperament of the -people 
wereso different, that one and the same code of laws could not 
be proper for the whole—neither could such general laws, bear- 
ing oppressively, as they necessarily must on some parts, be 
enforced by a republic, wherethe energy necessary to carry in- 
to effect would be incompatible with the liberty of the people, 

11 will be conceded, that the principal employment of the 
‘American people, was the cultivation of the soil—and it was 

- considered by the great political philosophers of the time, as 
the avecation, of all others, the mest congenial to the spirit of 
yepublicanism, and best calculated to perpetuate liberty, A 
free, unshackled and secure commerce was essential to theg- 
gricultural interest of the country; and it was consequently 

essential that it should be fostered, cs it tended powerfully 

(though indirectly) to the same great end. 

The protection and regulation 0f commerce was necessarily 
given up to the federal government, to avoid the dangers of in- 
testine contentions, which was apprehended from this most 
fruitful source of war— given up—notasa victim to the slayer— 
but that it might be equitably regulated —fostered —protected. 

The protection and regulation of commerce necessarily in- 
Tolved great expence, It was therefore proper that the power 
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oming protection, shou'd be allowed the right of raismg the 
cara of preicetion from the source benefited, — With this view, 
ard under this conviction, we may fairly presnme, the states 
centered on the federal government the right to lay and col- 
leet duties und impests, 

The inquiry will now demand—was the tariff of 1828, con- 
ecired end enacted with a view to any of the objects. intended 
to Le secured by this delegation of power? It is useless to la- 
Ler the question—all parties concede, that the sole entire ob- 
ect war, to fester and encourage maniiactures; in other words, 
te divert ihe industry of the country fom its natural channe!— 
fhe channel fo whieh it has been directed for ages, and te 
whites tt was bound by circumstances, by cur peculiar situa- 
ticr-—hy the spirit of our political institutions. 

If this view be correct, and the committee conceive it is, how 
foreign io the spirit and meaning of the constitution must we 
ircnaunce the law under consideration, when we reflect, that 
instead of icstering and protecting commerce, and consequent- 
iy agriculture, its surest and mest certain effectis the de- 
siruction of commerce—ithe revenne constantly flowing into 
ihe national treasury from that souree—and a general paraly- 
sis of the agricultural interesis of many of the sovereign con- 


tracting parties fo that great political compaet-—the constitu- 


The committee deem it Inexpedient and useless to enter in- 
fo the discussion of the oppressive operation of the tariff on 
the sontuern states.
